"I tried to commit suicide," she said. ”1 tried to pretend that I was committing suicide to see if they would take 
me to the hospital. But they did not. They said I didn’t cut deep enough." 

Retired FBI agent Jeff Lanza, who worked on many human trafficking cases including a similar case in 
Overland Park, said the public needs to open its eyes to the problem.
